Alleged Boasts of Victim 
Did Not Justify Jealous 
Husband in Killing Him, 
Declares Opinion.

Major Lee H. Coart, former army 
officer, who was convicted in Talbot 
county superior court in March 1922 
of the murder of A. B. McNiece, Tal- 
bot county school superintendent, and 
sentenced to life imprisonment, late 
Monday afternoon was denied 2 new 
-trial by the supreme court in the 
mest voluminous opinion issued by 
this court in many years. Coart’s de- 
fense in the lower courts had been 
based, for the most part, on the “un- 
written law.” 

Chief Justice Richard B. Russell 
wrote the opinion of the court and 
there was not a single dissent from 
the bench of six justices. The judg- 
ment of the court below was affirmed, | 
although four of the justices cun- 
curred specially; that 1s to say, they 
ngreed to the judgment refus.ag a 
new trial unconditionally, but re- 
fused to accede to everything that 
was said in the opinion. These spe- 
cislly concurring justices were Beck, 
Atkinson, Hill and Hines. Justice 
Gilbert concurred generally with the 
opinion of the chief justice. 

No Reason for New Trial. 

The supreme court declared that 
there was nothing in the record, 
rulings and charge of the court be- 
either as regarded the evidence or the 
low, that required a new trial; that 
the verdict of the Jury was supported 
by the evidence, and that there was 
uo error committed anywhere in the 
course of the trial warranting a new 
trial. 

Coart was convicted of murder at 
Talbotton on March 13, 1922, as a re- 
sult of having shot down MecNiece in 
the latter's office in the county court- 
house on October 11, L021. McNtece 
died in the Piedmont Sanitarium in 
Atlanta on October 28, 1921. 


Coart Denies Plea. 

Coart failed to secure sanction by 
the supreme court of his contention 
“that when once it becomes deter- 
mined, by the boast of one man, that 
he intends to continue intimate rela- 
tions with the wife of another, the 
latter can then and there shoot te 
kill, not being required to hold back 
under the ruie of the law that danger 
of the commission of acts of intimacy 
must be urgent, imminent and press: 
ing.” The supreme court held as it 
has before held, that to justify a 
husband to kill for this reason, the 

- acts of intimacy must be in progress 
or about to begin. Coart’s counsel 
urged “that the law does not say 


the act of intimacy must be immii- 
nent, but that the danger of such act

GORGAS PLANT |S 
SOLD: FORD MUST 
BID FOR SHOALS 


Alabama Power Company 
Pays $3,472,487.25 to the 
Government for Steam 
Unit. 


— 


Washington, September 24.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Henry Ford's 
much controverted offer to buy Muscle 
Shoals was wholly upset today when 
the government sold to the Alabama 
Power company the Gorgas Steam 
Plant—a part of the property—at a 
price of approximately $3,500,000. 

This development forces a revised 
offer from Mr. Ford if he wishes to 
bid for the remainder of the project. 
He previously had informed congress 
that unless the Gorgas plant were in- 
cluded in the sale his bid did not hold. 

Political observers who have pro- 
fessed to see some connection between 
Mr. Ford’s offer for Muscle Shoals 
and the presidential boom which bears 
the manufacturer's name, predicted 
today that the next development would 
be reverberations in the coming ses- 
sion of congress which, possibly, might 
develop into something bearing a rela- 
tion to the coming-pre-convention 
campaign. 

Some time ago the war department 
notified Mr, Ford that the department 
of justice and the judge advocate gen- 
eral of the army had held valid its 
contract with the power company 
which required the government to 
either move the plant from the power 
company's land or sel! it to the com- 
pany. Today was the last, under 
several extensions of time, in which 
the government could make a decision. 
Ford's engineers in Detroit wired the 
war department a request for another 
extension, which .he power company 
declined to grant, and Secretary 
Weeks came to the decision that under 
the circumstances, it was more ad- 
vantageous to the government to sel! 
than move. 

Appraisers Set Value. 

The actual price paid was $3,472.- 
487.25, a sum agreed on in appraisals 
by the ordnance division of the war 
department and experts of the Federal 
Power commisison. The war-time 
construction costs was $4,750,000. 
Secretary Weeks founa that if the 
government were to remove the plant 
it would realize only the junk value, 
and that meanwhile there would be 
economic loss and injury to industries 
using power in Alabama and other 


southern states, whereas a sale to the 
company meant the government would 
recover almost the ortginal cost. 
When Mr. Ford was summoned to 
Washington some time ago and 1n- 
formed of the contract with the power 
company, Secretary Weeks left the 
way open for a revised bid to ex-

The agreement followed a day of 
conferences in which the chancellor 
met industrial and political leaders 
from the occupied area. 

It was emphasized in the confer- 
ences that giving up passive resis- 
tance did not mean that the Kuhr 
or Rhineland approve the occupation, 
or alter their attitude that expelled 
Germans should be returned and ar- 
rested Germans released. 

The delegates who waited on the 
chancellor were also told the gov- 
ernment’s action did not imply str- 
render of its belief that the Ruhr and 
Rhineland should have German ad- 
ministrative control. 

The tenor of the government's attl- 
tude was that the@tremendous costs 
of the resistance could no longer be 
borne. 

The government’s hope to settle the 
questions of evicted and imprisoned 
Germans after resistance ceases 18 be- 
lieved to be based on promises from 
the Belgian minister. 

First Announced Last Week. 

Grmany's decision to quit resie- 
tence was announced last week, when 
the first offer to cancel resistance 
on minor conditions was made to the 
Belgian minister in Berlin. 

This offer was rejected. Since that 
time Stresemann has been laying the

Oklahoma Legislators 
Forbidden to Attempt 
Special Session “at Any 
Place.”

Oklahoma City, September 24—~ 
Adjutant-General B. H. Markham to- 
night was ordered by Governor J. C. 
Walton to “use all force of arms 
necessary’ to prevent the session of 
the lower house of the Oklahoma legis- 
lature called for noon Wednesday. 

All citizen soldiers of the state .be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 45 were di- 
rected in the order to hold themselves 
in readiness “with such arms as they 
possess or can obtain to come to the 
assistance of the sovereign state of 
Oklahoma when ordered to do so by 
the governor.” 

With issuance of the military or- 
der all doubt was removed as to the 
executive’® determination to prevent 
the house session which has been call- 
ed by hia legislative opponents to 
consider his impeachment. 

The adjutant general was ordered 
to use all military forces of the state 
if necessary to disperse the assembly. 

Governor Walton  reitérated his 
charge that the proposed meeting 
would be an unlawful assembly “‘dom- 
inated and controlled by the so-called 
invisible empire, commonly known as 
the Ku Klux Klan.” 

He declared that since the Ku 
Klux Klan was proclaimed an enemy 
of the state of Oklahoma under his 
martial Jaw proclamation of Septem- 
ber 15, the session therefore would 
be in defiance of the laws of the state 
and an attempt te break the peace. 

Bans Ary Meeting. 

As a precaution against any at- 
tempt of the legislators to meet else 
where should they be barred from the 
house chamber at the state capitol, 
the governor also directed Adjutant. 
General Markham to disperse the 
meeting at “any other time or place 
in the state of Oklahoma.” 

“The troops will be ordered to shoot 
to kill if necessary to prevent the as- 
sembly,” Governor Walton told news- 
papermen. “I hope, however, that no 
such excessive measures will be neces- 
sary.” 

“All male citizens of the state,” be- 
tween the ages named are meant in 
his order to citizen soldiers to -be 
ready for duty,” Governor Walton ex- 
plained. 

‘Lhe governor denied he intended 
taking action in the federal court to 
aetermine the legal status of the pro- 
posed meeting. 

He likewise denied that he had 
sought federal aid in his war on the 
Ku Klux Klan. 

“Whenever the government steps in, 
the issue is theirs” the executive as- 
seried. “I would like for them to take 
over this fight, because its a bear 
on my hands, but until they do, the 
state of Oklahoma is fully capable 
of looking after it.” 

“Within twenty-four or thirty-six 
hours all the house members in fa- 
vor of the session will be in Okla. 
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homa City and then action will be 
taken,” said McBee.

coi for compulsory arbitration of all 
disputes arising under commercial 
treaties was now open for the signa- 
ture of all nations. The protgcol 
was framed by the league commission 
dealing with economic and commer- 
cial matters. 

The assembly received and dis- 
cussed today the report of the judicial 
commission favoring the adoption of 
a resolution supplyiux an interpreta- 
tion to the fameus Article X of the 
league covenant. By this resolution 
the constitutional authorities of each 
state would have the exclusive right 
to determine to what degree, if any, 
military assistance would be afford- 
ed another country when that country 
was being attacked. 

_Under this interpretation the coun- 

cil of the league could only suggest 
the nature of the assistance. The 
members of the league would not, 
therefore, be committed in advance to 
assuring the territorial integrity of 
the other members to the extent of 
employing their fleets and armies. 

Secretary of State Hughes hag re- 
plied to a communication from tle 
league dispatched to all governments 
for information concerning slavery, 
with the statement that slarery does 
not exist within the territory of the 
United States.

Brussels, September 24.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The internation- 
al balloon race for the Gordon Ben- 
nett cup developed into an interna- 
tional disaster. Already five men 
have lost their lives, one is believed 
to be fatally injured, and uo fewer 
than six balloons were destroyed or 
badly damaed.

COOLIDGE FOR COOPERA- 
TION. 

President Coolidge’s first public 
address since his succession to 
the unexpired term of the late Pres- 
ident Harding was delivered Mon- 
day in opening the annual conven- 
tion of the American Red Cross in 
Washington. 

It had been awaited with deep 
concern by the American people, 
as it was believed impossible to 
avoid in it some expression, direct 
or significant, that might interpret 
the executive’s views as to the na- 
tion’s obligations and duties in in- 
ternational relations. 

Perhaps a more studied or more 
discreetly worded speech to fit the 
great moral obligations of the Red 
Gross without in any way: signify- 
ing governmental or diplomatic poli- 
cies, was never delivered. And yet, 
in every line of a deeply spiritual 
and thoughtful address there 
breathed an unmistakable sentiment 
in favor of the indomitable force of 
dnity of thought and action In set- 
tling world problems and in pre- 
serving the peace and happiness of 
‘tions. Particularly is this unmis- 
tikable in his reference to the ideal- 
ism that was illustrated by those 
Who went to the rescue of Europe 
when their own liberty and the lib- 
erty of the world was in peril—an 
evidence not only of his deep con- 
¢ern in the cooperation of nations 
for human liberty and the democ- 
pacy of all peoples, but of a mili- 
ancy in times of peril that far re- 
moves him from allegiance with 
the irreconcilables or the pacifists. 
» Speaking to the great world serv- 
ice of the Red Cross as applied to 
individuals and to nations, the presi- 
ent said: 

'.“The ancient ideals of human broth- 
Mhciod, of service, the application of 
the golden rule, of peace on earth and 
good will toward men, are idle dreams, 
lizless they can be translated into 
practical action. It is necessary on 
the one hand to avoid the illusions 
of the visionaries, and on the other 
hand, the indifference of the selfish. 
Hach individual and each nation owe 
their first duty to themselves. Be 
yond that, there is the obligation of 
the strong to serve the weak, but to 
ailminister such service in a way that 
will not destroy or degrade by mak- 
itv; mendicants, but will restore and 
strengthen by making character.” 
“The constant need of civiliza- 
tion,” he continued, ‘‘is for a prac- 
tical idealism which does not under- 
take to assume responsibility for all 
humanity, but when a crisis arises, 
does not hesitate to go out and 
make whatever sacrifice is necessary 
t@ master the occasion.” 

Isolationists, and those who be- 
Weve that America has no obligation 
fA. world affairs beyond her own 
boundaries, will find little encour, 
agement in the first spoken word of 
the new executive upon whom they 
Rave been professing to rely for 
their chief support. 


* ASHES OF OGLETHORPE.

Other states of the American 
union, founded and first governed 
by sons of the parent country, have 
immortalized their founders, and 
have cherished their memories and 
works to a far greater degree than 
has Georgia. 

The persistency of Dr. Jacobs tn 
brooking no obstructions in the 
seemingly impossible task of get- 
ting governmental consent for the 
removal of the bones of General 
Oglethorpe to Georgia will be deep- 
ly appreciated by Georgians, and 
Ought to guicken the efforts of the 
people of this state In seeing that 
at the feet of {ts immortal founder 
shall be erected one of the greatest 
educational institutions in America. 


TOO MUCH TALKING. 

President Coolidge, after fifty 
days of white house service, finds 
that his callers talk too much. Many 
incorrect reports regarding admin- 
istration policies, he says, have been 
attributed to him by careless and 
certainly indiscreet visitors, many 
of them, perhaps, with no further 
purpose than to get the personal 
notoriety of “‘talking with the presi- 
dent.” Asa result, however, of the 
embarrassment to which he has been 


subjected, he has announced very 
firmly and flatly that he will be his 
own spokesman from this time for- 
ward. Newspapers have been put 
on notice that nothing counts, so 
far as the Coolidge code of princi- 
ples, without the signature of offi- 
cial authorization of Calvin Coolidge, 
president. 


This result was to have been ex- 
pected. 

Since his occupancy of the presi- 
dential chair it has been notorious 
that one day he has been represent- 
ed as favoring the world court, and 
the next day as opposed to it; one 
day he has been reported as pre- 
paring to call an extra session, and 
the next day as Opposing an extra 
session; one day he has been prepar- 
ing a farm-legislative program, ac- 
cording to reports, and the next day 
declaring there is no definite pro- 
gram in his. mind for the time be- 
ing; and so on. 

All of this has helped to make 
Washington the lair of the rumor, 
and the hunting-ground of the 
whim-wham. 

The new president, however, 1s 
Only beginning to learn one of the 
besetting aggravations of new presi- 
dents from time immemorial. In 
the routine processes of receiving 
visitors, with quick-fire conversa- 
tions of from five seconds to five 
minutes, usually on fanciful, pastime 
subjects, eight-tenths of the visitors 
will burgeon forth with long ac- 
counts of ‘“‘what the president said’’ 
as to this and that; and sometimes,

Such occasions 
are rare, however, because the 
Washington correspondent is usu- 
ally too well informed as to the 
president’s policies to be caught 
grabbing at any irresponsible source 
of information. More often these 
visitors, scenting the possibility of 
capitalizing their own good fortunes: 
In being able to “fall into line,” 
write deliberately to their home pa- 
pers stories of their “interview” in 
which there is not one jota of truth. 

The present president is the first 
one to quickly and abruptly put an 
end to such practices by announc- 
ing in advance that what Coolidge 
Says he will say it himself.

WHERE THE STOMACH LIES. 

A great many patients are worry- 
ing themselves sick over what they 
imagine is a dislocation or mal-posi- 
tion of the stomach, whereas it is noth- 
ing of the kind. 

Dr. Richard F. Chase found tliat 
in healthy young college students the 
lower border of the stomach in the 
median line averaged a finger nail 
breadth above the navel, and the p.- 
sition varied from 21-4 inches above 
to 1-8-4 inches below. In about half 
of the subjects the border was below 
the navel, especially in thin subjects

“We find on opening abdomens in 
which there is no stomach trouble, 
that the lower border of the stomach 
is more commonly below the navel 
than other observers suppose, and I 
believe there is yet a great deal of 
work to be dome to settle the question 
of the normal position of the stom- 
ach in healthy individuals.” 

Drs. MacLaren and Daugherty, sur- 
geons and X-ray workers, state: 
“Early in our observation we found 
that many stomachs were marked!y 
prolapsed (sagging downward), but 
their owners had perfect digestion— 
but when we found that most healthy 
women and many healthy men had 
stomachs sagging well into the pelvir, 
we came to the conclusion that in the 
upright position the pylorus was 
usually a pelvic organ.”

CHAPTER XII—BELGIUM’S STRUGGLE FOR LIFE.

“Mr. Theunis, before you became! 
prime minister of Belgium you were 
a banker. Would you tell the reo- 


ple of America just what Belg:um 
will get out of the invasion of the 
Ruhr except more expenses and a lot 
of trouble.” 

The prime minister of Belgium is 
a small dark-complexioned, middle- 
aged man. He was seated at his flat- 
top desk in the offica of the minis- 
ter of finance, which position he a’so 
belds. Everything about gave one 
the appearance of orders and efficien- 
cy. He spoke English but did not 
reply directly to my question. 

“Belgium is the most popuisus 
country in the world,’ declared the 
minister in a low pleasant tone. In 
1913 she had 647 people to the square 
mile. Like England, we live by in- 
ternational trade. The war brought 
us mountains of debis. These we 
can never y—even the _ interest 
charges, unless Germany pays us. 
That’s why we entered the Ruhr with 
France.” 

He knew it was not a sufficient an- 
swer. So did I. But Belgium is 
desperate. She must get help from 
somebody. 

Belgium’s Problem. 

The problem of Belgium is to sup- 
port a population of 7,500,000 jam- 
med into an area one-tenth as large as 
Arizona. In 1913 she was doing zust 
that. Like England and France and 
Germany and Italy, she bought more 
goods outside than she sold. Jn 1H13 
she bought 926 millions of dollars of 
goods, outside Belgium and sold 726 
millions outside. She needed 200 
millions to square the account. And 
she did it with her /invisible” ex- 
ports. From her investments abroad, 
she got approximately 150 million, 
from her tourist trade 50 million, 
from her merchant marine, remit- 
tances from abroad, international in- 
surance, an additionai amount. It 
was enough. Her machinery in inter- 
national trade was well-oiled and 
running smoothly. She was in 1913 
supporting a larger ;opulation in a 
smaller space than any nation in Eu- 
rope. Her per capita annual income 
was $173 as against $112 for Italy. 
Then the Germans crashed through 
Belgium. For four and _. one-half 
years the war was on. She piled up 
expenses. She didn’t count the cost. 
But the reckoning day has come. 
When the war broke on Belgium, she 
had a public debt of 722 millions of 
dollars. By April, 1919, she had 
increased this to 1,888 millions of 
dollars, just three-fourths times as 
much. 

That’s one part of the story. Here's 
another. She increased the amount of 
her bank notes and deposits from 240 
millions of dollars in 1914 to 1,395 
millions of dollars in 1920, while her 
gold reserve on her outstanding obli- 
gations during this time went down 
from 28.4 per cent to less than 5 cents 
on the dollar. What happened? It's 
an old story now. Ag& the ratio of in- 
crease of paper money over goods pro- 
duced rose, the cost of living likewise 
rose. Purchasing power of money 
went down. Real waczes likewise de- 
creased, just as it did elsewhere and 
everywhere under same conditions. It 
took $459 to buy in 1920 what $100 
hought in 1914. But monev wages in 
Belgium had gone up from 100 to 360. 
That is to say, based on purchasing 
power, the wage worker was getting in 
1920 only 65 per cent of what he got 
in 1914. While the state was feed- 
ing him business opium (called infla- 
tion in polite society) his real condi- 
tion—physical and _  financial—was 
getting worse. 

Huge Expenses. 

In 1914 an American dollar would 

purchase 5 French francs: now it will 


purchase 21 for a dollar. All this 
spells only one thing, huge expenses. 

Even before the war she had dif- 
ficulty in raising enough taxes to pay 
her expenses. In 1913 she had a 
deficit of 22 millions of dollars, which 
she raised by selling her bonds. Since 
the close of the war, her receipts 
from taxes have bene less than a 
third of her expenditures. The balance 
is made up by govern.nent borrowings. 
Already 94 per cent of all the assets 
of the state bank are government ob- 
ligations. Her interest charges are 
piling up at an alarming rate. In 
1922 they were over 66 per cent of 
her ordinary receipts from taxes and 
her foreign debt charges are not in- 
cluded. 

Truly this pyramiding of liabilities 
cannot continue very much longer. 
But, you say, what about German 
reparations? Already we have seen 
that the amount of German repara- 
‘tions will be determined by the ex- 
cess of German exports over imports 
(which today is below zero) and by 
the willingness ef the world to re- 
ceive German goods, So it’s not so 
much a case of what Germany can 
ay as how much the allies want of 
yerman goods. ‘That’s the real repa- 
rations problem. 

Our next question is then—can 
Belgium cut her expenses? She can’t 
cut the big items of interest, pensions 
and reconstruction. These amount to 
80 per cent of her expenditures, She 
can cut military expenditures, and 
she should. But even if she cut 
her military expenses to one-third, 
this would only take 5 per cent off 
ner total expenses. Her big items 
she cannot reduce, In 1912 she paid 
in taxes 43 Belgian francs per in- 
habitant while in 1922 she paid 268 
francs for every inhabitant. 

National Income. 

No, the solution does not lie in 
digging more into the meagre income 
of the people of Belgium. It must 
come from an increase in national in- 
come—by her increasing her excess 
of exports over her imports. That’s 
the cnly way any nation can grow 
weelthy. Can she Jo this? The rec- 
ord since the war is not encouraging. 
In 1922 Belgium purchased 675 mil- 
lions of dollars worth of goods from 
the citizens of other countries and 
sold 425 millions of dollars worth of 
goods outside Belgium, The deficit 
which she must pay is 250 millions. 
What do these figures mean? The 
value of her imports in 1922 is only 
72 per cent of the imports of 1913 
and the corresponding figure for ex- 
ports is only 58 per cent. The deficit 
is 20 per cent higher than in 1913. 
Now this is an alarming state of af- 
fairs for a country so dependent on 
foreign trade as Belgium. Still it’s 
ber best record since the close of 
the war. What conclusion must we 
come to? 

The real story of Belgium in Sep- 
tember 1923 is that of a densely popu- 
lated industrial country, bravely at- 
tempting to pay her way in spite of 
a 200 per cent increase in: naticnal 
overhead expenses and a 33 per cent 
inererse in national income. She 
can last until her surplus savings are 
gone—no longer. Her bank account is 
going fast. Belgium today is sink- 
ing financially. She cannot help 
herself. She is caught in a death- 
jam. She too must take her stand 
beside those other nations of Eu- 
repe—England, Italy and Germany— 
who also must have international 
trade to live. Belgium again proves 
that modern industrialism and mod- 
ern welfare cannot live in the same 
civilization. One or the other must

Police department 
fur next year to cost $700,000 are to 
be urged by Jesse W. Armistead, 
chairman of the police committee of 
council, he indicated in conversing 
with members of council Monday, — 

General salary increases ranging 
from 27 to 30 per cent of present sal- 
aries, addition of 50 new men to the 
police department and a new cen- 
tral police station and substations in 
the outlying districts will be the pro- 
posed improvements. 

$120,000 Salary Raises. ’ 

Salary increases are estimated to 
cost $120,000 a year, Additional police- 
men will cost about $80,000 per year. 
The new police stations would be built 
by a bond issue and would cost in all 
5v000,000, the expense to be met 
through a period of 30 years to come. 

Alderman Armistead asserted that 
two of the most disgraceful situations 
in Atlanta public service are the 
meager salaries now paid policemen 
and the disreputable looking central 
police station. 

“It is a crying shame that the At- 
lanta policemen are given such a 
mere pittance in the way of wages,” 
said Alderman Armistead. “These 
men risk their lives every day to 
protect the welfare of Atlanta. Do 
you know of any other class of men, 
in such a hazardous vocation, re- 
ceiving such a low compensation? I 
have talked with a numberof mem- 
bers of council and they have agreed 
that the wages of the police officers 
should be increased.’ 


Station Insanitary. 


_“As for the present police sta- 
tion,” he said, “no individual can be 
guilty of any crime, other than a cap- 
ital one, so heinous as the crime At- 
lanta commits every cime it consigns 
a human being to a cell in this old 
police barracks we have now. It ‘is 
insanitary, unsafe and insecure, and 
every other thing that a police sta- 
tion should not be.” . 

“It is apparent, also,” he concluded,

New York, September 24.—On re- 
ports of a heavy rainfall in Texas, 
October cotton tonched 30.30 last 
Wednesday. From this figure there 
has been a slight reaction, but in & 
market which sometimes fMictuates 
more than 100 points a day, the 
recession can hardly be called a de- 
gline, for contracts are very scarce 
and spot prices are but little affected 
by the gyrations of the future market. 

The wide variations in the contract 
market that are caused by the execu- 
tion of comparatively small buying oT 
selling orders are in fact as discon- 
certing as they are unusual and the 
narrowness of the murket is compell- 
ing many professional traders to 
restrict their operations.

The question is when will it be 
broader, for with spinners scrambling 
as they are for cotton and an admitted 
scarcity througout the world, it will 
be. difficult to accumulate reserve 
stocks anywhere. 

Each cotton season is unique, but 
that of 1923-24 is unusual in its dis- 
regard of precedents.
